The  passage  itself  is 
anonymous.

Care  more  than  others  think  is  wise  .  .  . 

Risk  more  than  others  think  is  safe  .  .  . 

Dream  more  than  others  think  is  practical  .  .  . 

Expect  more  than  others  think  is  possible. 

To  the  graduating  class,  I  wish  you  a  long,  happy  and  fulfilling  life  of  caring,  risking, 
dreaming  and  expecting.  To  that  I  will  add,  achieving  nothing  less  than  excellence.
